THE TIMES, March 24.—A cure tor 
dichloride of mercury poisoning has 
been found, according to Dr. Verlin 


clared today that he had discovered 
a cure which transforms the poison 


‘within the victim's system into an- 
other poison far less potent. 

Such a cure has long been sought 
in vain by the scientists of the world. 
National interest was recently aroused 
by the announcement of castern 
scientists that they had discovered a 
cure for bichloride of mercury pois- 
oning— the injection of a calclum 
compound into the blood directly. 

This has now been dropped, how- 
ever. Dr. Thomas expects to an- 
nouncé his method to the medical 
world in a short time, after further 
experiments. 

To be effective, he said today, his 
system must be resqgted to without 
delay. At least one cure is recorded 
ajready. Three weeks ago Mrs. llor- 
ence M. Elliott of Stockton, visiting 
friends here, teok seven and a half 
grains of mercury by accident. She 
is now practically well, although the 
dose she took was sufficient to kill 
half a dozen persons. 

Dr. Thomass method is the .dmin- 
istration of iodide of potassium and 
albumen and the inducement ot 
profuse perspiration. Thus, the mer- 
eury bichioride is changed into iodide 
of mercury, only 3 as pols- 
onous.

Bailey, who was driving, had applied 
the brakes at the sound of the first 
shot, stopping the car as his last liv- 
ing act. He died a few hours later

Over a mild protest from oppo- 
nents of the repeal bill, consideration 
of the rivers and harbors appropria- 
tion bill was pushed to a point where 
the measure can be disposed of in an 
hour, and an agreement was reached 
whereby it will be taken up again at 
11 o'clock Thursday morning and 
the way cleared for the presentation 
of the special rule for the repeal bill 
at noon. 

Debate on the rivers and harbo 
bill was dragging tonight at 6 o’cloc 
the usual hour of adjournment. Re- 
publican Leader Mann made a point 
of no quorum, but enougis members 
to do business were rounded up by a 
roll call and the discussion con- 
tinued. The apparent tendency to 
delay then disappeared and the 
reading of the bill was hurried along.

OPPOSITION FORMIDABLE.

thereof and What amount of tolls 
would it be necessary to charge on 
each for the purpose of reimbursing 
the government for the expenditures 
heretofore maintained and for the 
maintenance and upkeep thereof; 
seventh, what classes of vessels, 
ther domestic or foreign, are per- 
ed to pass through or into each 
of the rivers and harbors and canals, 
and what discrimination, if any, is 
made in favor of domestic shipping; 
eighth, what amount might be real- 
ized by the United States if a reas- 
onable toll were charged on all ship- 
ping — through said rivers and 
harbors and canals; ninth, what, if 
any treaties are in force between the 
United States and any other foreign 
power which would prevent the 
United States from charging tolls 
against such foreign governments even 
in cases where it might be determined 
to charge a toll on ita own vessels 
passing through such rivers, harbors 
and canals; and, tenth, what is the 
present cost per annum to the United 
States for maintaining and operating 
such rivers, harbors and canals.” 
Senator Chamberlain's resolution 
asserts in its preamble that The Pan- 
ama Canal has cost the United States 
more than $400,000,000 and is built 
on soil which to all intents and pur- 
poses belongs to the United States 
and forms a part of the United States 
coast line. 
The resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Interoceanic Canals. 
‘My chief purpose in introducing 
this resolution,” Senator Chamberlain 
said tonight, “is to show if, as repeal 
champions maintain, the toll exemp- 
tion to American ships is a ship sub- 
sidy granted by the government that 
it has always been the policy of the 
government since 1884 to subsidize 
our shipping. If we are going to 
charge our shipping tolls at Panama, 
we ought to charge tolls elsewhere.” 
There will be discussion of the res- 
olution in the Senate tomorrow, as 
Senator Chamberlain plans to call it

A night watch- 
man, who considered his actions sus- 
picious, secured him with the assist- 
ance of Ike Speer, and after a desper- 
ate struggle, in which Griffin dis- 
charged his gun twice, succeeded in 
overpowering him. He was locked 
up for the night and will probably be 
taken before the Lunacy Commission 
in Los Angeles tomorrow. 

Griffin shot himself in the head 
about a year ago, the bullet ploughing 
along the scalp and inflicting a dan- 
gerous wound. He quickly recovered 
and for some time has been 1 
here as an expert sign painter and 
‘decorator. For several days he has 
been painting the arched approaches 
to Venice and appeared in normal 
condition. 

At his home in Villa City the police 
tonight found several incoherent 
notes and one more legible which read 
in part as follows: 

“Everybody take notice. I'am not 
crazy or insane. It takes someone 
that Is sane to do — vou don't 
believe it try it yourself.” 

The police say the only possible 
reason for his attempted suicide is 
his separation from his ‘wife and 
child. Mrs. Griffin left him some time 
ago, taking her child with her. She 
gave fol feason for her action but it 
is said that she feared him. 

The man’s friends told the police 
that he has been in his usual health 
and has work steadily, - earning 
good wages.

Mrs. Isabella H. Weber, a culti- 
vated woman of middle age, widow of 
a United States army officer, who sup- 
ports herself by conducting a room- 
ing-house at No. 816 West Ninth 
street, is battling for her liberty in 
insanity proceedings before . Judge 
Hewitt. The insanity charge was 
made by the wife of Prof. KE. A. Lump- 
kin, a “divine healer,“ teacher and 
lecturer of No. 2840 South Grand 
avenue, who styles herself as Itev. 


Mrs. Lumpkin. 


A suspicion has been raised in the 
court’s mind that there is something 
behind the prosecution, and to go 
deeper into the matter, he continued 
the hearing yesterday until this aft- 
It has already appeared that 
Mrs. Weber caused the arrest of Prof. 
Lumpkin on a charge of battery. His 


case Will come up for trial April 2. 


Prof. Lumpkin yesterday under- 
took to go into his business relations 
with Mrs. Weber, but Judge Hewitt 


cut him off, desiring to hear the 


grounds on which it is alleged Mrs. 
Weber is insane. He called Mrs. 
Weber as a witness and in cultivated 
accents she declared that Mrs. Lump- 
kin, whom she had taken into her 
eonfidence, believing her to 
Christian woman, had not correctly 
represented the facts. 

There were dug up inlet Mrs. 
Weber tetters she had written to a 
lawver several years ago, Which pal- 
pitated with love, though the lawyer 
did not know her. It also developed 
that in 1909 and 1910 ‘she wrote to 
Mrs. Weber explained 
that these letters referred to soul 
troubles, after the death of her hus- 
band. ‘They preceded a commitment 
to the hospital at Patten, where she 
remained for some months in 1910. 

She is in the care of Mrs. 1 G.

Lumpkin cure by the laying on of 
hands and prayer, an unusual gift 
which thev use for the benefit of man- 
kind as did the apostles of old. Fur- 
thermore, their cure is partlya mental 
process, a cure of the patient’s mode 
of thought and view of life. 

Asked why she had not sought to 
cure Mra. Weber, if she believed her 
of unsound mind, Mrs. Lumpkin said 
that this was impossible, because Mrs. 
Weber was in an antagonistic atti- 
tude. 

Mrs. Lumpkin further stated that 
her religious pretensions have been 
added that 
one of her experiences is an exalted 
condition in which she writes poetry. 
She has a trunk ful] of this verse, she 
Also, she is now working

LONG BEACH, March 24.—First 
blood in the spirited competition be- 
tween the railroads and the five-cent- 
fare automobiles was won by the 
railroads today, when Mayor Wheal- 
ton ordered the Chief of Police to “in- 
vestigate” the operation of these pop- 
ular rivals of the street cars and to 
charge them a@ license. 

An ordinance is being drafted to 
charge them $50 per month further 
license, a measure which would force 
most of them out of business. f 

Mayor Whealton denied that the 
agents of the railroad had been to see 
him on the subject, but stated that 
an emissary of the electric line had 
nad a long conference with President 
James of the Board of Public Works. 
The Mayor has virtually ruled that 
the autos are cémmon carriers, and 

must secure a license from the Police 
Commission. Thus the commission 
may curtail the number of autos in 
the business. The number of autos 
now operati as street cars without 
rails is growing and is said to have 
decreased the revenue of the railroads 
$2000 per week. 

The service of the Pacific Electric 
in this city is of such a nature that 
few protests come into the City Coun- 
cil or other official sources regarding 
the service. Twenty-minute runs are 
made on almost all lines. The new 
auto service did not arise so much 
from a dissatisfaction with the com- 
pany's service as with a desire of the 
owners of a number of light machines 
to occupy their spare time and make 
a few dollars a day.

THEN ARRESTED. 


CORRESPONDENCT-SCHOOL MAN 
IN PECK OF TROUBLE.

Scene in a Restaurant Followed by 
Police Interference and Trip to 
Station—Warant Sworn Out. in 
San Francisco Charges Him With 
Defrauding Landlady. 


John M. Christian, who hails from 
Louisville, Ky., but works for à cor- 
respondence school whose headquar- 
ters are in Chicago, was arrested last 
night by Detective Ben McCann on 
complaint of a young woman, Rachel 
Lynch of San Francisco, who says he 
defrauded her of over $3000. 

Questioned at the detective bureau 
in the Central Police Station, Chris- 
tian denied all knowledge of any al- 
leged fraud perpetrated against Miss 
Lynch, but admitted to a somewhat 
irregular procedure on a check in the 
northern city. Telephonic communi- 
cation with the San Francisco police 
gave the local detectives information 
upon which Christian was held and 
placed in the City Jail. 

Christian was seated in a downtown 


restaurant with two men friends 


when Miss Lynch entered the door. 
She made straight for his table and 
began berating him. His two friends 
left, while he tried to calm her by 
ordering food and drink. 

He refused, however, to go away 
with her in a taxicab outside the 
place, whereupon she rushed to a 
telephone, called the police, and 
Christian, in running off, went right 
into the arms of Detective McCann, 
who had been sent out, post-haste, to 
see what the trouble was. 

Christian alleges that the Lynch 


girl has been “hounding” him. He 


says he paid her apartment rent at 
the Northern apartments on Pine 
street, San Francisco, a few weeks 
ago with a $45 check which was not 
“quite covered” by funds in the bank. 
Then he ordered payment stopped 
upon it. Mrs. Lillian Taylor, landlady 
of the apartment-house, thereupon 
swore out a warrant against him. It 
is based upon this warrant that he is 
being held and upon which he may be 
sent back to San Francisco. 

The Lynch girl refused to tell Me- 
Cann her local address. She has been 
here only a few days, having come 


from San Francisco when she learned:

CAR SERVICE IMPROVED. 


South Pasadenans Are Gratified He- 
canse the New Pacific Electric 
Schedule Cuts Time.

SOUTH PASADENA, March 24.— 
South Pasadena will benefit material- 


ly by the new routing of the Pasadena 
electric cars, which went into effect 
yesterday, and the use of the San 
Pedro-street cut-off will lessen the 
time between Los Angeles and this 
city ranging from ten to twenty min- 
utes. 

The six through trains which will 
be run between Pasadena and Los 
Angeles in the rush hours will also 
benefit this city, as they will make 
three local stops, at Oneonta, at Ox- 
ley street and at the Raymond Hotel. 
Some dissatisfaction has been caused 
by the omiasion of Mission street as 
a regular stopping place for the 
through trains, and it is probable that 
the merchants of this section of town 
will attempt to have a change made. 
When through cars were first run 
Mission street was omitted from the 
stopping places, but after earnest so- 
licitation by the merchants the rail- 
road officials included Mission street. 
Now thatdt is again omitted from the 
new schedule, efforts will be made to 
have it included. The railroad does 
not wish to have it a regular stop as 
on account of thé large number of 
transfers from the South Pasadena 
line more people would et on at 


| this point, increasing the running time 
‘to Pasadena. 

Although assurances were given 
that the Pacific Electric would be 
running through cars to Los Angeles 
over the old line within ten days, the 
time has passed and as yet nothing 

as been done. No attempt has been 

ade to repair the railroad bridge at 
the Cawston Ostrich Farm and work 
has not been started constructing a 
switch to the Salt Lake bridge, or to 
electrize that line. The Transporta- 
tion Committee of the Lincoln Park 
League will continue to agitate the 
matter until the line is again in op- 
eration.

Approximately One-fifth of a Mil- 

_ Hon Dollars Are Distributed to Resi- 
‘dents at Local Soldiers Home.

Pension money totaling the sum of 

$193,217.45 for the quarter ended 


March 4 is being disbursed to vet- 
eran members of th honie* today. 
There paid in cash to something 
over 2400 members, the sum of $132,- 
716.20, and the balance, $50,501.25, is 
being sent in checks by mail to mem- 
bers on furlough. 

The usual exodus of ‘members, 
which follows the springtime quarter- 
ly pension payment, is on. One hun- 
dred and fifteen furloughs have been 
issued in advance and others now ap- 
plying will make the number going 
“on leave,” the furlough clerk states, 
not less than 150. In addition to 
these, there have been already issued 
over thirty “honorable discharges,” 
which, with applications of this class 
still coming in to headquarters, will 
make the total exodus for the season 
at least 200. 


EXODUS BEGINS. 


As a consequence of the foregoing, 
“morning reports” from various bar- 
racks will quote that number of va- 
cant beds. The latter is a desideratum 
with which Adjt. Hague its espe- 
clally pleased, for the reason that 
there had, at this time, remained but 
ten vacant beds throughout the home, 
while applicants for admission are re- 
ceived daily and, except for the addi- 
tional room afforded by the exodus 
referred to, it would have been neces- 
sary to defer caring for some really 
needy veterans.

Police Judge Recommends that 
Restitution Be. Made to Officer, 
Stating that This Action Would 
Carry Weight When Sentence Is 
Pronounced Upon Convicted Man. 


After considerable dickering, Jimmy

Jimmy pleaded guilty yesterday 
morning, but the of sentence 
was continued twenty-four hours. 
From the bench Police Judge White 
announced that he would delay sen- 
tence for twenty-four hours, and he 
then ed to emphatically re- 
quest Clabby to make financial amends 
to Laurance for the brutal treatment. 
Police Judge White denounced Clabby 
as a most undesirable and treacherous 
person, who took advantage of the 
policeman while not only enforcing 
law and order, but taking a brother- 
ly interest in him. 
After reciting the clinical record 
ot the policeman’s ills, reporting such 
records as that Laurance had lost 
forty-two pounds in weight and was 
now a physical wreck as a result of 
the blow that Clabby struck, Police 
Judge White said that it were better 
for the fighter to pay the policeman 
some money as indemmity than for 
the police judge to fine the fighter 
and have the funds go to the city 


ry. 

“Policeman Laurance is the man 
who should benefit by the money that 
this fighter should be willing to pay,” 
said White. “What are a few paltry 
dollars to the rich city of Los An- 
geles, when that money would enable 
the policeman to take a vacation that 
is absolutely necessary, would repay 
his family for some of the suffering 


“I announce, in defense of my ac- 
tion, that I believe justice should first 
be meted out to the injured in this 
case, which is the policeman. The 
police have hard enough time any- 
way without being subject to the 
blows of a man ined in pugilistic 
work, who knows how to strike the 
wickedest blow with most deadly ef- 
ect. 


“Of this Clabby is guilty, and I 
state openly that I wish to make resti- 
tution to this injured man in the way 
of money, and that if he shall do so 
I shall take his action into most se- 
rious consideration when I pronounce 
sentence on him.” 
After some parley, Clabby and Lau- 
rance settied on $1000 ages. At- 
torney Frank Dominguez, represent- 
ing the guilty fighter, explained to the 
court that Clabby did not earn his 
money easily and that he was far 
from a rich man.

HOW "BOUT A GOAT? 
— 


Desert Homesteader Complains in 
Scathing Terms to Government of 
a Neighbor Who Harbors Head- 
strong Animals, Which, He Says, 
Eat Up All the Cactus and Sage. 


The meek and lowly goat is made 
the subject of a scathing brochure 
just received at the local Land Office. 
from R. H. Stevens, a homestead set- 
tler in San Diego county. 

It seems from the indictment of- 


fered against the genus Capricornus, 
adjoining homesteader has 


cactus- and sour-grass th ‘%*abouts. In 
the opinion of the indignant Stevens, 
this act is a distinctly unfriendly one 


bers of the Stevens family. 

There are a number of counts of 
the charge against the goats, as fol- 
lows: The goat has a vile smell; he 
pollutes the earth, the air and the wa- 
ter; he drives the cattle from the pas- 
ture land; in time he destroys the 
sagebrush; he drives out all game and 
bird life; he exterminates tree life and 
subsists on seedling growth; he is a 
consumer of honey and flowers. Be- 
yond this, it appears that a goat is 
all right. 

In closing his protest the writer 
calls attention to the fact that King 
William will not allow a goat within 
his hunting grounds. 

Taking one consideration with an- 
other, the life of a goat must be an 
unhappy one.. If he gbides in the 
back yard, subsisting on old tin cans

The valuation will cover portions of 
the plants and water rights of the 
Glendale Consolidated and Miradero 
water companies and all chattels of 
the Verdugo Pipe and Reservoir, 
Verdugo Canyon Water, and Verdugo 
Springs Water companies. Action 
was dictated by the announced in- 
tention of the Glendale Board of 
Trustees, on December 29, 1913, to 
enter the water-selling business due 
to the city’s rapid growth and the 
financial troubles which prevent 
existant companies from making ex- 
tensions in ratio to the growth. The 
commission is asked to make such or- 
ders following decisions on valuation 
as will expedite the acquisition of the 
plants or portions of plants. 

Another chapter of the “egg case” 
will come to hearing before Eshle- 
man today with the competition of 
the Chinese egg headlined.

SCHOOL ELECTION TOMORROW, 


Roard of Education Presents Ques- 
tions as to Sale or Lease of Cer- 


tain Properties. 

At the meeting of the Board of 
Education last night the final ur- 
rangements were made for holding 
the special election tomorrow. The 
questions to be submitted are as fol- 
lows: Shall the Mercantile place 
property be sold, shall it be leased 
for fifty years, or shall neither be 
done? These are submitted in three 
separate questions. Shall the Par- 
ental school property be sold? Shall 
the Olive-street school property be 
sold? If the bond issue ts voted by 
the people at the approaching spe- 
cial election, shall the new buildings 
be of frame or shall they be of brick 
or concrete? 

For tomorrow's election on these 
questions the city is divided into 166 
special precincts, each composed of 
three or more of the regular elec- 
tion precincts of the city. Only qual- 
ified voters will be permitted to vote 
at thie election. 

The board was flooded last night 
with resolutions and memorials call- 
ine for the retention of Supt. Fran- 
cis and declaring that any change of 
administration at the present time 
would retard the growth of the 
schools. There were also resolutions 


upon the intermediate schools and 
the College Women's Club sent a 
memorial disavowing any connection 
with the latter movement, the name 
of the club having been injected into 
the hearing before the County Su- 
perintendent. No decision has been 
rendered by the latter official.

Much stress has been placed on the 
fact that Los Angeles was not 80 a 
preciative of grand opera as it shou 4 
have been. 

But there is considerable consola- 
tion to be found in recent reports 
from San Francisco. 

Instead of one week, the Chic 
Opera Company is giving two wee 
at the Tivoli Operahouse. The first 
closed with a box-office loss a little 
over the loss here, induced by the, 
fact that the opening night was a 
great disappointment. The advance 
sale for the second week is below the 
one for the first. 

Titta Ruffo, the famous tenor, like 
Tetrazzini a few weeks before, had 
fallen a victim of the changeable cli- 
mate of Northern California and was 
unable to sing. Glovannt Polese found 
himself in the difficult position of re- 
placing Ruffo and of facing an audi- 
ence that had remained in spite of 
the disappointing announcement of 
the management. He seemied to have 
acquitted himself with great credit, 
and more than satisfied the largest 
audience of the week. 

“Aida,” with Carolina White in the 
title role; La Boheme,” with Alice 
Zeppilli; “Louise,” as given here by 
Mary Garden; “Cavalleria Rusticane” 
and “I Pagliacci,” with Titta Ruffo 
as Tonio, terminating the week with 
the “Jewels of the Madonna” given 
by the same cast as recently heard at

Through what a fury the gecy nation 
passes with the assassination of one 
man in power, and that at the fair 
hands of a woman with other women 
2 in the plot! We do better in 
America, I think; but then we are 
English plus—English and French, 
mayhap; and something besides. 
Benson made a romantic Henry V, 
wtih a rare touch of sentiment in 
him, yet stern enough for war, and 
abundantly fit for life. 
He never requires the center of 
the stage. Indeed, in his excellent 
company one hever sees persons, 
Even the great speeches admit of 
small emphasis. His Shakespeare 
seems without large occasion. It is 
rather a succession of vital event“ 
rapid, graphic, satisfying. One gets, 
not great parts, but a great whole— 
a completeness for which we long 
have yearned. 
If it was disappointing to some of 
us that he slighted our vanity with 
such unfamiliar offerin 2 “Henry 
IV.“ “Richard II.“ Henry V.“ 
We can surely make no complaint 
for this strange introduction to a 
new Shakespeare, as one too long 
slighted in exquisite possibilities. 
One feature peculiar to the Benson 
presentation is that he emphasizes, 
not scenery, but costuming. These 
costumes are so essential that their 
wonder fixes the attention, giving the 
setting a gratifying animation that 
overshadows all other features of 
the acceptable setting. This after- 
noon we are to have “The Merchant 
of Venice,” tonight comes “Henry 
Iv,” Th y evening, “King Rich- 
ard II,“ Friday night “The Merry 
Wives ‘ot Windsor” again, Saturday 
matinee “As You Like It,” and Sat- 
urday night his “Hamlet,” for which 
England has revered him.

But that’s enough—twill serve. Or 
at any rate it was quite enough in 
the old days of the Barbary Coast, 
before the big wave of reform had 
swept away the flotsam and jetsam, 
the tottering wrecks of humanity, 
that lay scattered along its danger- 
ous strand. 

Walter Montague's little tragedy of 
San Francisco's old Chinatown is now 
being played at Pantages Theater. It 
is a vivid picture seen by flashlight, 
a brief glimpse of strange lives, a 
quick dirge of death. It is an epi- 
sode, and a gruesome one, of the 
Tong Wars, those dark hatreds and 
darker vendettas. We near the 
wei music of Chinatown, see the 
procession of its incomprehensible 
denizens, watch the quick develop- 
ment of the drama of love and re- 
venge. 

For the most part the melodrama 
is tense enough to be painful but 
there are rifts in the general gloom, 
touches of humor from the Iinscru- 
table ortentals themselves, hammer- 
ing blows of it from a drunken railor, 
who insists upon singing “Moonlight 
Bey” at the top of his voice, and who, 
being prevented this harmiess diver- 
sion, threatens’ to clean out Chira- 
town— and does it.

Keefe appears, with Gaxton and Cam- 
eron, comedians, and a whole raft of 
dancing and singing boys, ia a mu- 
sical playlet bearing the distinction of

The study of the attractive offering 
in San Francisco answers th ru 
ment, that the public was tired of old 
and / hackneyed grand operas. Up 
North, like here this season, the 
sumptuous productions of the com- 
pany were of new or not-frequently- 
given operas, yet the public did not 
answer in a profitable manner. 
The price of $6 as a maximum has 
been advanced as the real cause of 
the financial failure of the opera sea- 
son, because that price should have 
been only for the greatest artists in 
the world, it is claimed. 
This opinion is contradicted by the 
jack of patronage received by the 
Western Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany, which played here and in San 
Francisco early in the year. The 
operas given then were the best in 
the repertoire, the talent equal to that 
of the Chicago company, excepting a 
few stars of the first magnitude. The 
scenery, chorus, costumes and orches- 
tra did not compare with it, but the 
maximum price of $2 was remarkably 
cheap for such productions, which, 
musically, were admirable. Yet the 
public did not become interested, 
neither here nor in San Francisco. In 
both cities, the financial results were 
disastrous. 

If grand opera, neither on a lavish 
scale at $6, nor on high artistic plane 
at $2, does not pay, is really the cause 
to be assigned to the public?

BIG AND COSTLY WASTES. 


Value Every Year in United States. 

[Boston Advertiser:] Although 
the contrary has been thought, there 
is still an enormous waste of highly 
valuable fertilizing material in the 
form of tankage and blood from the 
country slaughter of food animals, 
declares the Department of Agricul- 
ture. It has been a notion that 
everything of that sort was utilized 
these days. In addition to this waste 
it is declared that ammonia, from 
which ammonium sulphate is made, 
is wasted to the extent of $22,000,000 
annually. 
It is stated that if all the materials 
made available b ythis slaughtering 
had been saved last year they would 
have produced 222,535 tons of tank- 
age and 79,794 tons of dried blood, 
the latter so rich in nitrogen used in 
the fertilizing industries. 

Tt is believed that a co-operative 
system among American farmers 
would result in increased utilization 
of this State. It is admirably con- 
ducted in Denmark. 

The United States imports 70,000 
tons of sodium nitrate from Chile an- 
nually, because there is a deficient 
supply of other fertilizers in this 
country. The nitrogen content in this 
importation is 15.5 p.c. less than am- 
montium sulphate, which is being 
thrown 30 lavishly away in the 
United States.

LAST ONE OF CLASS. 


Dr. A. M. Smerman, former presi- 
dent of the Pasadena Ohio Society 
and one of the best known residents 
of Pasadena, celebrated his eighty- 
eighth birthday yesterday at his resi- 
dence, the Ruble, No. 266 Arcadia 
street. 


Despite his ripe old age, he is one 
of the most spirited: debaters in 
Southern California and an authority 
on almost any subject of timely in- 
terest. He is the only living mem- 
ber of a distinguished class of sixty- 
six physicians who were graduated 
from the Western Reserve University 
at Cleveland, O., in 1851. He was 
born at Kent, O., and came to Pasa- 
dena twenty-three years ago. He has 
played an important part in the de- 
velopment ot this city and has a host 
of friends. 

At a dinner at the Ruble last night 
at which he entertained a number of 
his friends, Dr. Sherman stated that 
he had lived 32,120 days and that, 
with the possegsion of his or her fac- 
ulties one gets quite as much out of 
life in its evening as in its morning 
or noonday.
